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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Leadership Needed 


If the Recreation meeting held last night, and others 
in the future, do nothing else, they may at least give some 
leadership to the somewhat scattered semi-official activi- 


ties in the community. 

For we have an official 
creation Community Council, plus individuals who are 
independently interested, In addition, the School Com- 
mittee is now taking part in the discussions. 

Out of all of this, we hope some individual or some 
group will emerge as a leader and organizer, so that all 
the enthusiasm will be directed into an effective program. 

If we are to expand the town’s recreational activities, 
then there should be complete cooperation by all these 
groups and individuals towards this goal — without the 
differences that often crop up when separate groups go 
their own ways. 

While there is always room for discussion and debate as 
to what might be the best recreation program, and how it 
should be started, this should be settled by everyone con- 
nected with the problem. And once agreed upon, all the 
energy should be directed toward getting it accomplished.

Sensible Decision 


The Planning Board, which comes in for its share of 
brickbats along the way, used sound common sense in 
discouraging special town meeting consideration of several 
zoning changes — even though this decision may not have 
been popular. 

We feel that it was a sensible decision, because that 
municipal agency and the Industrial Commission are 
assumed to be studying recommendations for the entire 
area near the new highways. And these studies should 
lead to constructive proposals next year at the annual 
town meeting. 

It is high time that such studies were carried out to 
their ultimate conclusion — specific proposals for town 
meeting. 

It would be folly to, in effect, spot zone for specific 
businesses or industries when a plan is so close to the 


stage where public action will be required. 


Impact Of Growth 


The town is only vaguely beginning to see the impact 
that two new highways can have. 

Those who unofficially use Route 93 are aware of the 
traveling time saved, how much easier it is to get to Route 
128 and beyond. 

And when the road is officially open, thousands will 
suddenly «become aware of Andover, as they drive through 
here. 

The emergence of two or three business enterprises is 
probably only the beginning, as other businessmen be- 
come aware of the potential. 

Thus Andover must be in for a period of healthy growth 
and development. This can only continue, for even as 
Route 93 nears completion, work is only starting on the 
new Route 110, which intersects Rt. 93 in West Andover. 

Indeed, the town has barely started to feel the impact 
of these highways, and it probably will take 10 years or 
so to realize just what they mean to us,
